her: ſince ſach an undecent 
Complaint makes a Wite much 
more 11atculons, than the [n- 
jury that provoketh her to 
tt. Bur it 1s yet worſe, and 
more unskilful, to blaze it 
in the World, expzcting it 
ſhould rreup 1n Arms to take * 
her part: Whereas ſhe wil 
find, it can have no other 
Etfiect, than that ſhe will be 
{erved np 1m all Companies, 
as the reigning Jeſt at that 
time; and will continue to 
be the common Entertain 
ment, till ſhe is refcu'd by 
tome zewer Folly that cometh 
upon the Stage, and driveth 
her away from it. The It 
pertinence of ſuch Methods

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is ſo plain , that it doth nor, 
deſerve the Pains of being 
Jaid open. Be aflurd, that 
in theſe Cafes your D#ſcretio: 
and Silence will be the moſt 
prevailing Reproof: AN afſect- 
ed Tenorance, which is ſeldom 
a Vertne, is a great one neTe : 
And when your F#r5band 
ſeeth how unwilling you 
are to be nneafie, there 1s 
no ſtronger Argument to 
perſwade him not ro be unjuſt 
to you. Beſides, 1t will na- 

_ turally make him more z7eld- 
7ng 1n Other things: And whe- 
ther 1t be to cover or redeex: 
his Offexce, you may have the 
g00d Eftects of it whilſt it 
laſteth, and all that while 
have the moſt reaſonable 
Ground that can be, of prefii- 


ming, 
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ming, ſuch a Behaviour will 
at laſt intirely convert him; 
There 1s nothing {o glorious to 
a Wife, as a Victory lo gain;

It will be grant- 
ed, Fhat though there are 
Vices of a deeper dye, there 
are none that have greater 
Deformity than this, when 
it is not reſtrain'd : But with 
all this, the ſame Cuſtom

Effects of it: So that 1n the 
firſt place, it will be no new 
thing if you ſhould have a 
Drunhard for your Husband ;

Examples evidence enough, 
that ſuch a thing may happen, 
and yet a Vije may: hive too 
without being mulerable. 
delf-love dictateth aggravating 
words to every thing we 
tcel; Raine and Mijery are 
the Terms we apply to 
whatever we do not like, 
forgetting the Mixture allot- 
ted to us by the Condon of 
Human Lite, by which it is 
not intended we ſhould be 
quite exempt from trouble.

ſerve Blows: They pull on 
Rage by the Sleeve, and 
whiſper Gentleneſs to ns in 
our Cenſures, even When 
they are rightly applied. The 
Feults and Paſjwo1s of Hf 
bands bring them down to 
you, and make them cor- 
tent .to- live upon leſs une 
qual Terms, than Faultlels 
Men would be willing to 
froop to; ſo haughty 1s Mar 
kind till humbled by com- 
mon Weakneſles and Detetts 
which in our corrupted State 
contribute more towards tht 
reconciling us to. one ant 
ther, than all the Precejt: 
of the Philsſophers and D# 


vines. So that where tht 
Frror! 
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Errors of our Nature make 
amends for the Diſadvantages 
of yours, it is more your part 
to make uſe of the Berefit, 
than to quarrel at the Fault.

Yet this will not always ſatis- 
file. There are Wives who 
are impatient of the Rules of 
Oeconomy , and are apt to 
call their Husbanuds Kindneſs 
m queſtion, if any other mea- 
{ure 1s put to. their EXPENCE 
than that of thar own Fan- 
Cy. Be ſure to avoid this 
dangerous Errour, ſach a par- 
tiality to your Self, which is 
{0 offenſive to an underſtang- 
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ing Man, that he will very 
ill bear a Vife's grving her 
ſelf ſuch an mjurious preferen 
to all the Family, and wha. 
ever belongeth to it. 

But to admit the worſt, and 
that your  Hzsband is really 
a Cloje-handed VPretch, you 
mult 1n this, as 1n other Caſe, 
Endeavour to make it leſs at- 
ficting to you 5 and firſt you 
muſt obſerve ſeaſonable hour 
of ſpeaking.

Authority 1s ſo ſotten'd by Ins 
Kindneſs, that it giveth you 
eaſe without abridging your 
Liberty 3 one that will return 
ſo much tenderneſs for your 
Juſt Eſteem of him, that you 
will never want power, though 
you will ſeldom care to uſe 
it. Such a Husbard 1s as much 
above all the other Kinds of 
them, as a rational ſubje707 
to a Prince, grear 1n himſelf, 
1s tobe preferr'd before the 
diſquiet and uneaſfineſs of O-- 
limited Liberty. 

Before 1 leave this Head, I 
muſt add a little concerning 
your Behaviour to your Huſ-

You 
are toſtudy how to hve with 
them with more care than 
you areto apply to any other
